“God the Son reveals to all who 
are sons of Him the things that are 
to come.

In four out of the first six m onths in this 
year the value of im ports into thl* country 
exceeded the value of exports shipped from 
here. 
Now com es the new s that the trend 
wa* continued In July, with im ports bein* 
valued 
st 915,000,000 m ore than 
exports. 
For the year, the d ifference in favor of Im­ 


ports exceeds 924.000.000. 


When a country buys m ore than It sells. 
it is said to have an "unfavorable” balance 
of trade. Som e students of trade policy have 
argued that the word unfavorable is m is­ 
leading and 
unjustified, hut 
there seem s 
good reason for ch allenging that conten­ 


tion. 


For instance, th e U nited S ta e s has en ­ 
joyed a favorable balance of trade every 
year since 1893. but 1936 is likely to be an 
exception un less today's trend is reversed 
sharply before the end of the year. O bvious­ 
ly there m ust be a reason for the change. 
A ssum ing that the new deal reciprocal tar­ 
iff policy largely Is responsible, is th e coun­ 
try losing an yth in g by having sn unfavor­ 
able trade balance? 
The argum ents could 
rang* 
for a long 
time on both sid es, but certain thin gs ap­ 
pear evident. More than half of our rising 
im ports—exports also are In creasing—cov­ 
er m ore or less “luxury” articles such as 
furs and w hiskies, and articles not produced 
sufficiently in this country such a s wood 
pulp and paper, nickel and tin. 
Yet the fact cannot be ignored that our 
agricultural Imports 
have 
shot 
upward. 
M oreover, the other w eek m atch m anufac­ 
turers In this country protested strongly 
that R ussian m atches, possibly sold below 
cost, were being dum ped Into th is country 
st prices ruinous to the hom e industry. 
A country m ust balance Its hooks by gold 
or silver im ports, by tourist expenditures, 
by receiving goods or by som e other met hod. 
Since this country has alm ost a “corner" 
on the world gold supply, we m ust accept 
som e goods if we are to balance our ac­ 
counts, but w e m ust not do so s t the price 
o f home Industries. 
A griculture and the 
m atch industry, for instance, have reason to 
believe the unfavorable balance of trade Is 
unfavorable. T here may he others.

MODERN MEDICINE ha* reduc­ 
ed certain diseases alm ost to the 
vanishing point.

Basal Rate Varies 
Scientists have shown that the 
‘ basal metabolic rate” represents 
the amount of energy that the body 
requires to maintain life while et 
re s t Of course, this rate m ust in 
crease while the individual is st 
work, indulging in physical or men 
tai activity. This metabolic rate in 
reality Is the index of the amount 
of fuel the body burns to keep the 
heart, lungs and other vital organs 
st work. 
The bassi rate varies In different 
individuals. It is increased or de 
creased in certain disorders, espe 
dally in afflictions of the glandu 
lar system. Many diseases can be 
detected and the way to a remedy 
found by knowing the basal meta­ 
bolic rate. 
How can this valuable informa­ 
tion be obtained? It Is done by 
taking the apecial teat I have men­ 
tioned. the basal metabolism test. 
It Is a simple thing, now available 
in the offices of many physicians. 
The test 
Is 
best taken in the 
morning shortly after arising. The 
patient is Instructed to go to the 
doctor's office 
with a minimum 
amount of exertion and then he 
rest* for an hour. No medicine la 
given the night before or the morn­ 
ing of the 
test. No food 
la per­ 
mitted until the teat has been com­ 
pleted. 
Making Tha Taat 
The test is performed by placing 
^ fttv e r the face a special mouthpiece 
^ th ro u g h which 
the patient 
m utt 
breathe. This mouthpiece is attach­ 
ed through a rubber tube to an 
oxygen tank. 
The amount of oxygen consumed 
per minute 
is determined 
by a 
graphis record kept on a revolving 
disk. The final result is calculated 
and interpreted by the use of a 
m athem atical formula. 
Simple as It may seem. it is really 
a pretty technical teat. But when it 
is checked up with the physical con­ 
dition of the patient it is of great 
value in detecting certain disorders. 
The test Is strongly recommended 
in all cases in which there is any 
suspicion of goths glandular distur­ 
bance.

treasurer of the Midland Barge Co., 
Secretary H. B. Barth of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and others. 
The christening of the ship took 
place in the Monongahela river at 
the foot of Smithfield street. Just 
east of the point. John S. Herron, 
then mayor of Pittsburgh, also took 
part in the river ceremony. After 


the land exercises, the ship was 
taken down the river on a trial 
spin. Secretary Dem and his party 
remaining on hoard for the voyage. 
Dinner was served aboard the ves­ 
sel by the Midland Barge Co. 
As the boat was making its way 
hack to Pittsburgh a rain storm 
broke. Throughout the trip Secre­ 
tary Dem impressed 
as a quiet, 
dignified person. He was cordial.
